Nauaiino, Feb. ltt.— Among the pas- 
sengers on the Amur which arrived this 
afternoon, was M. Marks, an experi- 
enced miner and assayer, who was en- 
gaged in those pursuits in Australia for 
eighteen years, during the hist live being 
manager of the Niobc miue. About a 
year ago iliis gentleman cairic direct 
from Australia en route to Dawsou 
whore with his associates lie engaged in 
looking up and purchasing prospects. 

To n press representative to-day he 
said that among the? claims obtained are 
eleven on Little Skookum and his trip 
south is for the purpose of obtaining 
thawing machines to use on them. Such 
machines arc now being successfully 
used in mining in the Dawson district. 
Those now in operation thaw from ten 
to twelve feet of ground per day, as 
against one ur two feet l>y the old pro- 
cess, and require less fuel and labor. A 
small sream outfit costing about i?S0 in 
the States brings $100 per day for its 
use in the mines. The general use of 
these thawing machines will make valu- 
able low grade ground passed over be- 
fore. 

Mr. Marks' trip out was slow, being 
one of observation, us well as of busi- 
ness. On the way he stopped at Thistle 
creek, Salmon river, and reports a fine 
country adjoining these streams. As to 
Thistle creek he reported the discovery 
claim good, while 8 and 10 above dis- 
covery and several claims below, are 
showing up well, but his Judgment was 
(hat the creek was spotted ami would 
not bear out its first promise. 

On Stewart river, Scroggie creek, a 
tributary, was showing some gold with 
seven or eight claims working, though 
there was nothing in sight to indicate the 
richness desired in a placer district. 

When asked about McDonald creek, 
he smiled and said:' "I know some of the 
prospectors on this creek, and while they 
get a little gold there is nothing in it."'

In 
most of the bench or hill claims, upper 
and lower strata of bed rock are found, 
and between the two is a pay streak 
running remarkably rich. The whole 
country is of slide formation, 

ree nulling quartz lias been found on 
Bonanza, Dominion and Eldorado 
creeks, assays showing from ?10 to .fl"i 
per ton, Having assayed specimens 
himself he certifies to the accuracy of 
these statements. 

Estimating the product Of the wash-up 
in tile spring, Mr. Marks gives the fol- 
lowing ligures, which he considers con- 
servative: Eldorado and' Bonanza, $5,- 
000,000; Big and Little Skookum, Gold 
and French bills, $5,000,000; Dominion, 



$4,000,000; Hunker and Quartz creek, 
$5,000,000, making a total of $19,000,- 
000. Hunker creek and Gold Bottom 
are coming to the front rapidly. 

The labor situation in Dawsoa does not 
warrant any one in going in with the in- 
tention of depending on his labor for 
existence, All who go should be pre- 
pared to prospect and be well outfitted, 
the error of so many last year should 
not be repeated. A little labor is em- 
ployed at $1 per hour without board. 
Many of the claim owners being of limit- 
ed means, either work themselves, or 
employ but one or two bands to assist 
them. Mr. Marks considers the country 
an exceptional field for the investment of 
capital. He will return in about six 
weeks.

Paris, Feb. IC— President Faun 
to-day from apoplexy. 

It laid been known for some time 
his heart was weak, but the first inti- 
mation that lie was tick was given at 
half past six this afternoon When a mes- 
sage was sent to the premier, M. Dapuy, 
that the President was ill. M. Dupuy 
immediately repaired to the Elysee. All 
medical efforts proved futile and the 
President died on the stroke of ten. The 
flag on the Elysee was immediately low- 
ered to half mast and the news was des- 
patched to all the officials and members 
of the cabinet. 

Gen. Zurllndcn, military governor of 
Paris, the grand chancellor of the legion 
of honor, the prefect of the Seine, the 
prefect of the police of Paris, and. the 
presidents of the senate and chamber of 
ieputies promptly arrived at the Elysee, 
The report spread rapidly through the 
city and large crowds soon collected. 

About six o'clock, M. Fame who was 
then in Ids study, went to the door of 
tiie room of M, Le (Jail, bis private 
i iretnry, which is contiguous to the 
tudy anil said: "I do not feel well; come 
o me." M. Le Gall immediately went 
to the President's aid, led him to a sofa 
and called Gen. Bailloud, general secre- 
tary of the President's household, M. 
Blondel, under private secretary, and 
Dr. Humbert, who happened to be at 
the Elysee attending a relative. The 
I'resideat's conditions did not appear 
dangerous, but Dr. Humbert on perceiv- 
ing that he was rapidly getting worse, 
telephoned for Dr. Lanae-Lagne and Dr. 
Chourit, who arrived with M, Dupuy, 
ind were joined later by M. Bergeroy. 

Though M. Fauie still retained con- 
sciousness, the doctors soon recognized 
that the case was hopeless, but it was 
not until nearly S o'clock that the mem- 
bers of the family were informed of the 
real state of affairs. They then came to 
the sofa where the President lay upon 
l busily improvised bed. Soon after he 
begun to lose consciousness and despite 
ill efforts expired at 10 o'clock in the 
presence of his family. 

M. Dupuy communicated the Intelli- 
gence to M. Ldtlbet, president of the 
senate, and M. Paul Deechanel, presi- 
dent of (he chamber of deputies, the 
members of the cabinet and other func- 
tionaries, after which he addressed this 
despatch to all prefects and sub-prefect s 
France: "I have the sad task to an- 
nounce to yon the death of the President 
which occurred at 10 o'clock this even- 
ing as the result of an apoplcptie attack. 
Kindly take the necessary measures to 
inform the people immediately of the 
mourning that has fallen upon the re- 
aiblic. Tiie government counts upon 
your active vigilance at this painful 
juncture,"' 

It was not until 11 o'clock that the 
news began to become known to the 
neral public in Paris. From that time; 
gnu a continuous arrival of public 
men. Strict orders. ■ however, were is- 
ed. that only members of the cabinet 
•re to be admit ted to the Elysee. 
L'he president of the council and minis- 
ter of the interior. M. Dupuy, has re- 
quested all prefects and sab-prefects not: 
to leave their posts, and directed all those 
who are absent to return immediately, 

Nothing could have given the idea of 
ipproaching death. Up till the very last: 
M. Faarc indulged in bis customary hilb- 
; of work, anil even in his equestrian 
ies. He ale and slept regularly. 
Nevertheless several times recently he 
had been heard to exclaim, " How weak 
my legs are!" and "I can scarcely stand!" 
ot to make some such remark. 

He left his study about the usual hour 
7 o'clock last evening (Wednesday), 
Idling Mens. Jurrett, chief of his stables, 
that be would ride from 7 to 7:30 the 
llowing morning (Thursday). He then 
tired to his private apartments, dined 
with his family, went to bed at 10 
lock, got up this morning at 0, and 
ilinost immediately Informed his vulet 
that he would not ride. M- LeGalle, his 
icerctury, on learning of this, hurried to 
he President, whom be found in his 
Iressing room about t<:-t' r > a.m. M. 
Faare said: "1 do not reel ill, but 1 
prefer to abstain from fatiguing exercise 
to-day."

1 — James A. Serym- 
ser, president i>f the Pacific Cubic Co. of 
New York, returned to this city to-day 
from it trip of sevenil mouths' duration 
in the Far East, where ho lins been in- 
vestigating the possibility of construc- 
tion of an American trans-Pacific cable. 
In an interview Mr. Serymser said that 
.the Eastern Oiiblo Co., an English eor- 
rporation, by reason of vested interest 
has a monopoly, so far as telegraph 
■cables are concerned, of the entire Pa- 
-cific coast and Pacific islands now own- 
ed by Spain or formerly under the jur- 
isdiction of that country, until the year 
1010. He was of the opinion that no 
American cable company or the United 
.Htat.cs government could obtain landing 
rights in the Latlrones, Philippines, 
Hongkong or at any point on the Asiatic 
const, without obtaining the consent of 
the Eastern Telegraph Company. 

Willi reference to the action of the 
raecretary of state in disapproving on 
December 29tli last the rights granted 
.prior ti> annexation by the Hawaiian 
government to the Pacific Cable Com- 
pany which authorized the company to 
Jay cables from Honolulu eastward, Mr. 
Serymser said it would have afforded 
a working basis for an adjustment for 
•outstanding rights founded on reciproc- 
ity, hi the nature of things it is clear 
that, the Eastern Telegraph Company 
does not want any Pacific cable establish- 
v«d ami it will not consent to any impair- 
ment of its right unless fully compen- 
sated in a manner that will safeguard its 
■existing interests. The Pacific Cable 
•Company is strongly of the opinion that 
If it can secure the necessary conces- 
sions from the United States government 
it can induce the Eastern Telegraph 
•Company to consider a fair business pro- 
position, especially when the British 
■company sees that it will be to its future 
advantage, 

Mr. Serymser was of the opinion that 
should the United States undertake to 
establish a government cable, serious in- 
ternational complications would arise. It 
is doubtful, he said if China, Japan or 
Australia would permit the United 
States to operate a cable within its jur- 
isSfcfciori; The great cost to the gov- 
ernment of the construction and dpcra- 
ition of such a cable, lie said, would make 
Tt impracticable. 

The political situation in the East, 
said Mr. Serymser. is exceedingly pre- 
carious. No one knows what may hap- 
pen there at any time. Connection with 
tlie Philippines may he cut off without 
notice at; any time. The Japanese rea- 
Jize, too, that a war between China and 
Liussia would isolate them from the rest 
■ of the world and they are anxious that 
the United States government should act 
promptly. 

The Pacific Cable Company has had a 
bill before congress for some time ask- 
ing for cable concessions in the Pacific.

London, Feb, Iti— The president of the 
hoard of trade, Sir. 0. T. Ritchie, speak- 
ing in the House of Commons to-day on 
the amendment proposed by Mr. Henry 
Setou-Kurr, Conservative, to the ad- 
dress in reply to the speech from the 
throne relative to the dependence of 
Great Britain on foreign imports for 
food supply und the dauger therefrom in 
th<V event of war, said Her Majesty's 
government had fully inquired into the 
existing conditions and did not believe 
that the fears expressed in some quart- 
ers were justified, The government, 
however, would be glad If some arranger 
incuts could be made by which a larger 
supply of food from the colonies might be 
received. 

But if anything in the nature of pro- 
tection was necessary in order to obtain 
this desired end, he feared that it was 
not likely to be fulfilled. Mr. Ritchie 
added that if a foreign power attempted 
to prevent the transhipment of grain in 
time of war, or declared it contraband 
of war. it would arouse the hostility of 
the United States and possibly of others. 
As from 50 to lit) per cent, of the grain 
exports of the United States entered 
Great Britain it was not to be supposed 
that the United States would remain 
quiescejlt if our enemy declared grain 
to ho a contraband of war. Therefore, 
there was no chance of starvation as 
long as grain can be introduced as free- 
ly in war times as in peace. 

The system of bounties upon home 
grown grain, he added, was not "within 
the range of practical polities. Mr. 
Ritchie then dwelt upon the practical 
difficulties in the way of the establish- 
ment of a system of national marine in- 
surance or national granaries, saying 
that if the navy was kept sufficiently 
strong to protect the trade routes and 
prevent a blockade of the British coast 
there was not the least danger of starv- 
ation, though possibly there might he 
Iteniporary high prices. 

Mr. Seton-Kurr's amendment was 
eventually negatives without division. 

Replying to a question on the subject, 
Mr. Brodoriclc. under secretary of state 
for foreign affairs, said that so far as 
Her Majesty's government knew, the 
Sultan of Oman had not: ceded nor was 
ho about, to cede to France a coaling 
station or harbor on the coast of Oman. 
Inquiry made in official circles here 
shows that the under secretary appears 
to have been juggling with words in this 
answer. As a matter of fact, the Sul- 
tan of Omnn allowed France to estab- 
lish a coaling station on his coast a 
month ago. although perhaps there has 
been no lease and jio cession of terri- 
tory. The officials here also say the 
work "ultimatum" in the despatch from 
Bombay to-dny referring- to Oman is "too 
strong." It is understood that the Brit- 
ish "note" informed the Sultan that if 
he favored other nations the British sub- 
sidy of £S,f)0l) ivopld lie stopped. 

Ser Henry ('ampboIl-Rnnnormun. the 
opposition leader, speaking upon an 
amendment to the address in reply to 
the speech from the throne proposed by

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MANITOBA SCHOOLS. 

Confession in Pull Swing as a Feature 
of the Lanrier Settlement. 

Winnipeg, Feb. £).— Dr. Blakelj*, su- 
perintendent of education has made a 
report to the department of education 
on tlii- St. Ann and Lorette schools, 
it having been alleged by J. R. McKeatn, 
n ratepayer in the Lorette district .that 
the schools were conducted in a way that 
made them purely separate schools, 
wdiile at. the same time they wore draw- 
ing the government and legislative grants 
as though they were public schools and 
complying with all the conditions provid- 
ed by tlie sch, ml net. While flic report 
affirms that some of the charges made 
by MeKeam were groundless, Dr. Blithe- 
ly says: 

"Father Dufresnc visited this (St. 
(Vuthbertl school and confessed pupils 
between the hours of 1- and 1 o'clock on 
one day towards tlie end of November. 
In Lorette cast school this same priest 
confessed the pupils in the morning, 
commencing at ahout 10 o'clock. The 
father or the teacher put the curtain 
across the corner of the school room be- 
fore !) o'clock. T]\i- priest was through 
wilh the confession before noon, 

Tlie Winnipeg Paily Tribune of the 
:!lth January announced that Mr. ,T. It. 
McKenm. J. P.. of Lorette, one of the 
most prominent nild respected ratepayers 
of the district ami a lifelong Liberal had 
that morning conic into their ofllce and 
revealed a condition of affairs regarding 
the schools of that district which would 
doubtless lie a surprise to the govern- 
ment as well as the public. The Tribune 
article continued as follows: 

"lie states that (be schools in the Lor- 
ette settlement are conducted by exactly 
the same kind of teachers (in many 
cases the same teachers), use the same 
books, and teach just the same subjects 
as they did live to ten years ago. Yet 
in the last year they have been brought 
in us public schools by Inspector Roclion, 
receive the government grant and the 
municipal taxes. The teachers, he slates, 
arc altogether Inefficient, some of them 
not being able to speak a word of Bn- 
lisli. As a sample of the educational 
Standard of the teachers he received a 
note from one recently in which the fol- 
lowing words occurred: ' Coppybook,' 
excercizebook.' On one occasion since last 
Christ mas the priest went fo flu? school 
at !> a.m. and put up a curtain across 
a corner of the room rind heard tlie con- 
fessions of the children, and then at 
hoon he gave them n half holiday for Hie 
real of the day. This is held to be alto- 
gether contrary to the public school net. 
He also states thai in one school that he 
knows the taxes amount to 5240 and the 
government grunt lo $100 to $130, .vol 
the teacher only gets $'.200. and he wants 
to know where the rest of the money 
goes. 

"Mr. McICeam states that if his state- 
ments are doubted, that, if an inspector 
comes out to his house he is prepared 
to lake him to the schools, and If all 
is not ns lie describes ho will -pay nil 
expenaofi." 



SKIRMISHING AT MANILA. 

Filipino* Still Harassing the Americans 
Hut Reported to Be in Straits. 

Manila; Feb. Kit. — The four companies 
of volunteers wlilcfi have been clearing 
the country in the vicinity of Pntros, 10 
miles southeast of Manila, when retiring 
to-ddy w.ei.e followed fry the enemy. On 
reaching. San Pedro and Maotai the 
Americans made a stand near the church- 
yard mud. the Anericans were driven 
buck. The Cttliforulnns again advanced 
and ant now occupying the same ridge, 
commanding the valley of the river, 
which they held yesterday. A gunboat 
in tint Pasig is clearing the jungle. 

Since the American: line reached the 
natural defences of Manilla, no further 
advance- linw lleeu made. The American 
troops arc now in camp along the line, 
and in ninny pluees they are temporarily 
entrenched. Occasional brushes take 
place between small bodies of the enemy 
and American scouting parties. Troops 
K and 1' of tlie Fourth' cavalry encoun- 
tered the enemy's scouts yesterday near 
Parannqucj and exchanged volleys with 
the rebels. Trooper Wilmcr, of Iv troop, 
was wounded in the right arm. 

The United' States armed transport 
Buffalo last: night lired four small shells 
nt the enemy, having discovered by the 
use of her searchlight that, the rebels 
were mounting a battery near Paran- 
nque. The rebels did not reply, but 
withdrew tlieir guns to Phranatpie. 

Tint transport Brutus and Romulus 
have arrived here from lloilo. They did 
not; bring any later news, except, that, 
the American authorities are clearing 
vessels from (here, showing- that they 
have assumed control of tlie port- 

An unconfirmed rumor is thnf_ the 
Filipinos are in sore straits in the inter- 
ior, and are now quarrelling among 
themselves.. 

A large body of the enemy, presum- 
ably reconnoitpriiig; was discovered on 
the right, of Brigadier-General King's 
position near San Pedro iind Maeati this 
morning. The entire brigade turned 
out, and after an exchange of volleys the 
rebels retreated info the jungle and dis- 
appeared.

— Zanzibar is a 
British protectorate under the nominal 
sovereignty of an Arab Sultan whom the 
British Government placed on the throne, 
and the administration of the island is 
almost entirely in the hands (if British 
officials, In the vast population it is es- 
timated that sonic 280,000 persons are 
still in a state of bondage, although when 
Zanzibar came under British control one 
of tlie earliest judicial acts -was- to abol- 
ish thereoin the legal status of slavery. 
Recently the subject: was taken up and 
has of late called forth some pulpit ora- 
tions. The British and Foreign Anti- 
Slavery Society and tlie Anti-Slavery 
Committee of tlie Society of Friend's ap- 
pealed to the Under Secretary of State 
for Foreign Affairs to end tho-deplo-rable 
state of affairs. The officials of the Gov- 
ernment reply that: if they forced the 
slaves to be free untold destitution and 
starvation would result and the indus- 
tries of the island would lie ruined. There 
is said to be no analogy between the in- 
stitution of slavery in Zanzibar amd that 
which has ever existed in any other part 
of the world. The Zanzibar sluive has a 
hous of his own and plot of land. He 
ami his family are clothed: his children 
an? educated and cared for, and the mas- 
ter and slave both holding tin- same re- 
ligious belief, the slave's home life and 
personal rights, are both recognized ami 
respected. These personal rights of the 
slave include the fixed' tenure of bis bon- 
dage, in other words, he cannot bo sold 
to another master and transported zclse- 
wherc al the cost of separation from his 
wife and family and the breaking up of 
his elionie. The Government officials 
argue that should the Zanzibar slave be 
emancipated at once and at n single blow 
he would be deprived of every material 
advantage which is now his. The ma- 
jority of the freed' blacks near the coasts 
are said to have voluntarily returned to 
bondage. The Government, sums up its 

reply to (he nnri-slavery societies about 
as follows: "Before we confer upon the 
slaves of Zanzibar the sentimental boon 
of liberty we must take steps to provide 
tlicni with the means of utilizing that 
liberty as wage earners; and so far noth- 
ingti has been done in this direction. To 
set them free without this condition

ARRIVES FROM TESL1N. 

Government OHicer Whose Services 
Were Cut Short in the North. 



One who has seen much of the seamy 
side of life in connection with the rush 
into the northern country by way of the 
Stikine last year is Mr. W. F. MeCul- 
loghj who until three months ago— when 
he received official notice of his decapita- 
tion — was mining recorder and stipendi- 
ary magistrate at Teslin, was a passen- 
ger by the Tees. The hardships he has 
seen men endure, and the. loss they have 
been put to, made him greatly opposed 
to being interviewed, and to speak about 
any of the good qualities of the country 
he has just come from. It was on Janu- 
ary 3 that he started for home. He 
was 10 days on snowsh'ocsj and his ex- 
periences from Teslin to Atlitt would 
have ben trying to one much younger. 
Travel was extremely difficult, and the 
thermometer was at time's 50 below zero, 
the weather being much colder at Teslin 
than at Atlin. 

Mr.' McCullogh says gold lias been 
found within 15 miles of Teslin, and al- 
though he is in no position to give a state- 
ment as to the richness of the country, 
owing to tin? lateness of the year i 
which it was prospected, yet he believe 
men who have gone to Atlin well pre- 
pared will all make a good living. Every- 
thing has been slaked within a radius of 
110 miles, and the accessibility of the 
ountry and its favorable climate are 
bound to give it advantages which the 
upper Yukon never possessed, even as 
Mr. McCullogh believes the former is 
not so rich as the latter. When Mr. Me- 
Cullogh reached SkagWny he was laid 
up sick for a while from a cold con- 
tracted in the early stages of his jour> 
ttey. It is 11 months since he left 
home, and as soon as he received notice 
of his dismissal, he lost no time in pre- 
paring for the trip. He is going to re- 
turn, determined thai before many years 
elapse dame fortune shall smile on him. 
One of the deplorable things of life in the 
country lie conies from is the very im- 
perfect mail service, and to illustrate 
this, he told of instances of where men 
have walked hundreds of miles for news 
of their families, when the very news 
they were seeking was contained in let- 
ters that had not been given when called 
for at the post office. Mr. McCullogh 
speaks disparagingly of the laws of At- 
lin. How mining rights in that country 
call bo adjusted next year he fails to see. 
Claims have been registered under all 
kinds of fictitious names. A John 
Brown might go to'the re'covdnia office 
nil'! have a claim secured for an alleged 
fiiend, and before the office could hear 
of anything wrong in the transaction the 
claim would be pointed out to a. third 
party, wllO WOUld pay probably $200 or 
$300 for the ti|i. 

The only explanation given for Mr. 
McCullogh's dismissal is a policy <d' re- 
trenchment which the government 
seemed pleased to notify him of. 



THE ISLAND MINES.' 

American Capitalist Who Has a Very 
High Opinion of Them. 

At a public meeting recently held in 
racoma in the interests of mining, Col. 
F. M. Ashton, a mining engineer and 
capitalist, made the following statement 
m regard to Alborui in particular and 
Vancouver Island in general: "On the 
west coast of Vancouver Island, on 
Clayoquot sound, Alberni canal and 
Nootka sound, there are exceedingly rich 
properties in copper and other minerals;

The ores are low grade, but 
water transportation furnishes cheap 
means of getting to the smelter, and 
right here in Tacoma is the natural plate 
to treat the ores.

SALMON TRAP PURCHASE. 

Details of the Transaction Now Inter- 
esting tlie Canners. 



From the Seattle Post-Intelligencer. 

The salmon fish trap trust was per- 
fected at New Whatcom last night by 
the payment by the Chicago syndicate 
of $100,000 to various dinners and trap 
men. This is the first real payment 
that has been made to hold options given 
by owners of fish traps. SuBsequent 
payments, it is believed, to the amount 
of $500,000 or more must be made be- 
fore the fish traps and canneries included 
in the deal will have fully become the 
property of the Chicago syndicate. 

The purchasers of these traps are Chi- 
cago men of standing in the financial 
world. They are very well known and 
represent an immense amount of capital. 
The oUlcinl name of the concern is the 
Pacific Fish Company, of which Henry 
B Steele is president, John Cudnhy vice- 
president and E. II. Doming secretary. 
The general manager of the interests of 
the company on Puget Sound will, it is 
understood, be R. .Oiiffroy, the promoter 
of the scheme. He was one of the 
owners of the Franco-American Canning 
Company at Fairliaven, and makes that 
place his home. 

As all of those who have a knowledge | 
of the full details of the scheme are a 
New Whatcom, completing arrangement 
of the concern, it has been found difficult 
to learn just the full scope of the com- 
pany and the particular lish traps and 
canneries, which have beep purchase: 1 ,. 
It is not believed by proprietors of can- 
neries at. Seattle that Mr. Oiiffroy litis 
secured a sufficient number of traps for 
his company to give it a monopoly of 
the business — that is, to give it power to 
raise and lower the price of the product) 
at will. Were this power to be acquired 
by any one combination, canners might 
be nt its mercy until they could secure 
trails of their own. 

" 1 don't believe that they control 
more than two-fifths of the total produc- 
tion of the Sound," said Arthur G. Dunn, 
of Ainsworth & Dunn, which is one of 
the largest canning linns of the Sound. 
" If you consider that the total product 
of salmon has been 425.000 cases for the 
past year, it may be figured that the 
Chicago people control much less than 
one-half. I don't figure that they will 
handle more than 100,000 eases; that 
is, their traps will not supply more than 
that number, based on the catch of last 
year. 

" None of the largest of the canneries 
nnd trap-owners has been taken into the 
ileal. 'There, for instance, are the 
Alaska Packers' Association, which 
canned 110,000 eases last year; our 
firm, which turned out 70,000; the 
Fidalgo Island Packing Company at 
Anncortes, which put up (17.000 cases; 
and the Seaborg Company, which canned 
45,000 cases, which 1 know are not in- 
cluded in the deal. Then there are n 
number of similar concerns which 1 can- 
not think of at this moment. All of 
these canneries have traps which very 
nearly supply their needs. 

Propositions have not been made to 
the larger concerns to go into the dial. 
Mr. Oiiffroy has endeavored, so far' as 
can see, to get the smaller trap-owners 
nd canners only. Hut until be has 
purchased many more traps than are 
now included within his deal, he will not 
be able to control the price of raw sal 
nion, or come anywhere near doing so." 

So far as can be learned in Seattle at 
this time the following concerns havi 
been secured by the Chicago company: 
I'.vke's two Imps at Point. Roberts; 
Wright Bros.' four traps; Alsop's trap 
at Lumini island; the Island Packing 
Company's cannery and four traps; the 
Northwest ('aiming Company's cannery 
and trap at Blninu and Point Roberts, 
respectively; Nelson's two traps at 
Cherry Point; and Johnson & Ander- 
son's trap at Iammd island. 

There are several other trap men in 
the deal whose names cannot be learned 
here nor until Mr. Onffroy shall have 
returned from New Whatcom. 

It. is believed that tile cost of these 
traps and Ihe two canneries will be about 
$500,000, of which amount a little over 
$100,000 has already been paid. Subse- 
quent payments to be made rapidly will 
cover the large amount. 

But this $500,000 does not include the 
full investment of the company, for it is 
organized with a capital of $5,000,000, 
a large part of which, it is understood, 
will be used on Puget Sound. 

The niaiii object of the concern is to 
build a large cannery at some down- 
Sound point; which has not yet been 
chosen. A despatch from New What- 
com received last night by the Post- 
Intelligencer said that a plant, that, will 
handle a half million cases per year is 
t > be erected on Bellingham Hay. That 
will tie larger than the whole present 
output of the Sound. Unless many 
more fish traps than have already been 
secured an' purchased and built, such an 
output is an impossibility. 

Another object of the concern is to 
ship fresh fish Bast, so that an exten- 
sive refrigerating plant must be estab- 
lished. 

Other representatives of the Pacific 
Pish Company at Now Whatcom are 
Samuel Gorman and K. B. Doming, of 
Chicago. It was the hitter gentleman 
who closed the business with the down- 
Sound trappers and canners.

In a matter of this kind par- 
tisanship should not have any place, for 
i, touches the welfare of every person in 
Canada for the present and for the 
tut ure. There are a number of open 
questions for which some temporary 
solution is necessary, but the commercial 
relations of the two countries are parti- 
mount to everything else, and in the 
mid every problem will be solved by the 
operation of these relations. As this 
subject is a very wide one. the Colonist

ucreage available for agriculture is very 

largely occupied. A. the rate the popu- 
lation of the country is increasing, the 
export of farm produce is more likely to 
decrease than increase in future. I lie 
possibility of this is recognized by a* 
the best authorities on the subject, and 
the suggestion has been made that the 
„ P lv way in which to keep up the supply 
,., for home consumption and export 

is tn pay more attention ill the Southern 
States to the raising of cereals. The 
South is not well adapted to wheal oul- 
tnrc the yield per acre being too low 

„„d the quality of the grain being m- 
i,„jor Notwithstanding the large o> 
port of wheat, from the United Statl 
during the last few years, it is a fact, 
demonstrable by statistic, that the time 
ulna, that country will have to import 
breadstuff's is not remote. It is like- 
wise demonstrable that Canada .'an be- 
,,„,„, the greatesi wheat-producing coun 
l,.v in the world. Our wheat-growing 
area is of enormous magnitude, and 
there is nothing more certain than that 

within the lifetime of mei w living the 

United States will be compelled to resort 
to the Dominion for breadstuff's, and 
long before that time has arrived Canada 
will have largely supplanted its southern 
neighbor in supplying the British market. 
The produce of fully (100.000 acres of 
land sown to wheal is required to supply 
the wants of the annual Increase in the 
population of the United Slates. This 
conclusion is reached in this way: Th 

present population Of thai country i 

about 70,000,000; possibly it is upward 
of tliis number, but this will do for th 
purpose of the calculation. The rate o 
increase is approximately 1,500,000 
., year! The last mentioned num- 
ber Of people call for 7,500,000 
bushels Of wheat annually, live bushels 
per capita being the average consump- 
tion in the United States and -Canada. 
The average yield of wheat per acre In 
the United States is 13 bushels, and this 
gives us 576,000 acres as necessary to 
meet the mutual increased demand for 
this grain alone, A moderate calcula- 
tion shows that at least eight acres Of 
hind per head of the population are 
RCedod "' s,, "l>l.v the demands Of the 

United States for all agricultural pro- 
ducts and stead; for all purposes. This 
indicates 'an extremely wasteful use of 
hind, for it is more than seven times as 
great as the per capita acreage under 
cultivation and in pasturage in Franco; 
but the people of the United States have 
got into very wasteful ways. In order, 
therefore, for that country to keep up its 
product to the present standard relative 
-to the population, an addition of 12,000,-

Elsewhere is reproduced an article 
from the Toronto Globe dealing with the 
feature of the new Placer Mines act 
that refers to incorporated companies. 
We hope that before the house rises the 
government will see its way clear to re- 
open the whole question and amend the 
act in the direction of giving greater 
facilities to foreign and extra-provincial 
corporations and private investors. In 
Baying this the Colonist realizes thai it 
is to some degree withdrawing from the 
position taken by it before and at the 
opening of the session; but the change 
suggested is not a departure from the 
original principle contended for, being 
only a modification of its application. 
The legislation referred to, though prom- 
ised in the speech and introduced as a 
government measure, never was and 

need not bo< ic a party question. It is 

purely and simply n party question, on 
which it is to be presumed the govern- 
ment is desirous of arriving at such a 
conclusion as is best calculated to pro- 
mote the interests of the business com- 
munity. We feel confident that in any 
effort to do so the government will be 
met by the opposition in a spirit from 
which the element id" factiousness will be 
eliminated. Any good features of tin 
recent legislation can be retained, and 
yet some modifications can be made in 
the law which will greatly benefit th 
business interests of British Columbia. 



It is stated that one of the sections of 
the Election Law amendment bill is cal- 
culated to disfranchise quite it number 
of persons entitled to frotc in Victoria, 
but temporarily absent. The same ob- 
servation applies, we assume, to a greater 
or less extent to other parts of the prov- 
ince. As the object of new measure 
seems to be to disfranchise as many peo- 
ple as possible, this objection to the sec- 
tion will probably be no barrier to its 
passage. The section referred to, how- 
ever, is the last one of the bill, and ap- 
plies only to the four cities of Victoria, 
Vancouver, Nanaimo and New Westmin- 
ster, If it is thought desirable to make 
residence and registration the qualifica- 
tion of a voter the law should be gen- 
eral; whereas if the section passes as 
it now stands the cities named will be 
placed on a footing different to that of 
other parts of the province.

GOOD BARGAIN FOR UNCLE SAM. 
Everybody knows that the congreBs at 
Washington a year ago provided that aliens 
should enjoy la Alaska all the mining rights 
which Canada grants to aliens In the i'u- 
kon, 

Tims the United States gives mining 
rights to Canadians who may never go Into, 
Alaska and gets mining rights for Ameri- 
cans who go Into the Yukon by tens of 
thousands. 

Surely the United States has no reason 
for dissatisfaction with this arrangement, 
which gives thousands of Americans the ran 
id the rich Canadian territories controlled 
by the Dominion government and confers 
upon few Canadians the doubtful booa 
of liberty to hunt for gold la the improved 
fields of Alaska. 

Whatever is given by the Washington 
government to Canadians In Alaska Is re- 
turned a thousand-fold by what the Do- 
minion government gives to Americans In 
the Yukon alone, not to speak of the other 
territories of he Dominion. 

Reciprocity la mining rights in the ter- 
i Uuiles controlled by the National govern- 
r..ent at Washington and Ottawa gives the 
United States the best of It In the ratio of 
a thousand to one. British Columbia al- 
ready grants to Americans more privileges 
than Canadians enjoy under any state In 
Union, and It Is asking too much to ex- 
t that province to offer up the placer 
mines of the Atlln Lake district as a saerl- 
licc to the greed of the traders In Seattle 
and Tacoma.— Toronto Telegram.

Provincial and Federal Rulers.

Bon, and I shall return to Itosslnnd on the 
12th or Kith; then we go to Vancouver. 

"fill, with regard to polities; I confined 
myself closely to federal Issues 111 Nelson 
en account of the troubled sate of affairs 
tliere. Karwoll's men are very confident. 
But It Is a great pity that these elections 
are nol run on it.ralght party lines. The 
next election will probnbly be so. I would 
rather see an out-and-out Liberal govern- 
ment than the heterogeneous mass they 
have now. Tin- country Is not half safe 
with them.

On the motion of Mr. Munroe, second 
ed by Mr. Kidd, a return was ordered 
of all correspondence between the late 
government and the late dyking commis- 
sion of Somas, with reference to the 
liabilities incurred by these commission- 
ers. 

UNSANITARY CHINESE. 

Mr. Denne moved, with Mr. Tisdall a:- 
seconder, that the attention of the gov- 
ernment be directed to the urgency of 
enforcing the sanitary regulations laid 
down in the Provincial Health act wher- 
ever Chinese congregate, whether in 
municipalities or unorganized districts. 

In explanation of the iresolutioln, the 
member for Yale said that the .question 
of the unsanitary conditions prevailing 
among the Chinese had time and again 
been reported upon by the sanitary ollie- 
ers throughout the province. These con 
ditions were a two-foid source of danger 
to the public, in that they jeopardized 
the public health, .and the .cheap living 
of tin? Chinese enabled them to Compete 
at an advantage with white labor. 

Mr. Helgesen supported the resolution, 
with a reference to the Chinese as tbf 
filthiest, dirtiest, most dangerous and 
most repulsive race represented in Brit 
isll Columbia. 

The resolution was adopted. 

COMPENSATION TO CATTLE 
OWNERS. 

Mr. Kidd oisked the Minister of Agri 
culture: What amount was .paid out of 
the revenue of the province .prior to the 
.'!<Jth June, 1898, to .compensate owners 
of cattle killed or ordered to be killed by 
inspectors, bacause of tuberculosis? and 
what amounts have been paid for the 
same purpose since the date mentioned? 

To the first question Hon. Mr. Cotton 
replied $437.50, and to tbe second "noth- 
ing." 

A SLIGHT AMENDMENT. 

On consideration of the report on the 
Bureau of Mines bill, a new sub-section 
was added to section 2, providing that 
nothing in the sub-section shall. apply to 
persons who already bold certificates of 
efficiency under tin- examination pre- 
scribed by section Li of the .Bureau of 
Mines act. 

The bill as so amended will be read a 
third time to-morrow. 

MUNICIPAL CLAUSES 
MENT ACT. 
Mr. Deaue, in moving tho second read- 
ing of his bill to amend the Municipal 
Clauses Amendment, act, explained it as 
a measure in the direction of providing 
relief for certain towns incorporated 
since 1892, Kamloops more particularly,' 
with respect to the qualification of mayor

In the committee Mr. Poolcy reminded 
the Finance Minister of the stand he had 
taken in such matters while in opposi- 
tion. He had then always maintained 
that the government: at this stage should 
explain the measures introduced by mes- 
sage, while the government: of the day 
had held the contrary opinion. To be 
consistent Hon. Mr. Cotton would have 
to explain these bills now. Or was he 
prepared to admit that the course pur- 
sued by the late government had been 
the proper one? 

Hon. .Mr. Cotton, smiling, asserted 
that he would proceed on the practice 
established. 

PROVINCIAL ELECTIONS BILL. 

Committee was then resumed on tho 
Provincial Elections bill, with Mr. Booth 
as chairman, Mr. MePhillips' amendment 
to sub-section (j) of section 8 being till 
en up. 

Hon. Mr. Martin thought it might meet 
the approval of the house and 
the objections of gentlemen opposite to 
let the section stand, but require that 
tho names should be posted but two 
weeks instead of two months, and also 
that one month's residence in a particu- 
lar constituency instead of two months, 
should be adopted. 

Mr. MePhillips thought it would per 
haps be well to make the list open until 
the date of nomination, instead of as he 
had proposed, until the date of the issue 
of the writ. 

Mr. MePhillips' amendment was de 
fen ted, and the section as altered by the 
Attorney-General adopted 

In passing, Mr. MePhillips directed at- 
tention to the fact that it was proposed 
to so amend the law as to make it pos- 
sible for a return to be made to the 
Lieutenant-Governor at some other place 
than Victoria. He did not. know that it 
would be any grievous loss, but was Vic- 
toria to lose the Lieutenant-Governor? 

Several members objected to the man 
ner in which the question had been pre 
sented and Mr. MePhillips withdrew his 
remark. 

Hon. Mr. Martin did not think that 
any portion of the province would go in 
to mourning over the location of the resi 
deuce of the Lieutenant-Governor. He 
did not, however, answer the question. 

In connection with the proposal that 
the election in Cassiar lie held on the 
same date as in other parts of the prov- 
ince, 

Mr. Elicits directed attention to the 
many disadvantages operating in this 
northern district, making such a course 
practically impossible with the present 
very inadequate means of communicat- 
ing' with the several sections of the Cas- 
siar district. He entered fully into the 
difficulties encountered by the late gov- 
ernment in this direction. 

Hon. Mr. Martin declared the manner 
in which the Cassiar election had last 
been conducted an outrage upon the prov- 
ince. That election had been nothing 
more than a fane: the government had 
sent the returning officer through, and he 
had held elections from day to day in 
different places, only the friends of the 
government of the day being notified that 
a vote would he taken. He believed that 
the election, if tested in the courts, would 
not be held to be legal. 

-Mr. Eberts challenged the truth 
the Attorney-General's statemc 
which he hurled back in that gentlem 
teeth. Brielly reviewing all the circum- 
stances in connection with the Cassiar 
election he showed that totally and spc 
cilically the charges of tho Attorney 
General were untrue, and as to his own 
statement in this regard he observed 
that— us the Attorney-General had vol- 
unteered a few dlays before— if his word 
was not sufficient on the matter be was 
quite. prepared to make affidavit to all he 
had said. 

Hon. Mr. Martin accepted the state 
meat of tho ex-uttorncy-generul. 

-Mr. Helgesen thought, that the age of 
voting should bo 18 instead of 21, and 
moved accordingly

LEGISLATIVE NOTES, 
The bill to amend the Inspection of 
Metalliferous Mines act, which Hon. 
Mr. Cotton has just presented to the 
legislature, is simply 'an acceptance of 
the recommendations contained in the 
report of the mining committee, present- 
ed to the house a few days ago. 

The select committee of the house mak- 
ing inquiry into the grievances of the 
employees of the Victoria «fc Esquimau 
Telephone Company, have completed 
their investigations, and will present 
their report to tbe house probably on 
Monday next. 

It is provided by the lull now before 
the house to amend the Births, Deaths 
and Marriages act, that the Provincial 
Secretary shall hereafter be also the 
Registrar-General under this act, and 
deputy provincial secretary, deputy reg- 
istrar-general. A full report of all births, 
deaths and marriages registered is to be 
published annually for public informa- 
tion. , 

Hon. Mr. Semlin's bill to amend the 
Public Dyking act of last session pro- 
vides for the increase of the cost of the 
dyking works at Chilliwuck from $131,- 
000 to $110,000, and enacts that: "In 
connection with any dyking works au- 
thorized by chapter 17 of the statutes of 
1808, each parcel of land assessed and 
made liable for the expenditure for such 
dyking works shall be liable for the 
whole expenditure in connection with the 
particular scheme for which it is assess- 
ed and made liable. In case, for any 
reason, any rate or assessment imposed 
upon any parcel or land for such work 
is not collected, the amount thereof shall 
lie assessed upon the remainder of the 
land affected by such scheme. Such ad- 
ditional assessment may be made for any 
year succeeding the year for which such 
parcel of land is in default." 

It is proposed by the pending bill to 
amend the Trustees and Executors net 
to add this new section: 

"24a. On case the executor or adminis- 
trator gives notice in writing referring 
to this section, and of his intention to 
avail himself thereof, to any creditor or 
any person of whose claims against the 
estate lie bad notice, or to the attorney 
or agent of such creditor or other per- 
son, that he, the executor or administra- 
tor, rejects or disputes the claim, it shall 
be the duty of the claimant to commence 
bis action in respect of the chum within 
six months after the notice is given, in 
enso the debt, or some part thereof, is 
due at the time of the notice, or within 
six months of the time the debt, or some 
part thereof, falls due. if not part there 
of is due at the time of the notice and 
in default, the claim shall be forev 
barred: Provided, always, that in cn 
tho claimant shall be nonsuited at the 
trial, the claimant, or his executors o 
administrators, may commence a new a< 
tion within a further period of one month 
from the time of the nonsuit 

A very important piece of legislation 
just presented by the Attorney-General 
is entitled "an net to repeal certain stat 
utes and portions of statutes granting 
aid to railways." and provides as fol- 
lows: "(1.) Chapter 40 of the Statutes 
of 1800 being the Railway Aid act. 
1800," is hereby repealed. (2.) The por 
tions of chapter 38 of the Statutes of 
1S07, being the Northern Railways Aid 
act, 1807. which made provision for land 
grant subsidies to the Yukon Mining, 
Trading and Transportation Company 
(foreign), and the Stikiuc and 
Teslin Railway, Navigation and 
Colonization Co. are hereby repealed 
(3.) Chapter 2-1 of the statutes of 1807 
being the British Columbia Public Works 
Loan act. 1807. and chapter :!() of the 
statutes of 1808. being the British Col 
uinhia Public Works Loan Act (1897) 
Amendment act. 1898, are hereby i 
pealed, except so far as the same pr 
vines for and affect a subsidy of not 
more than $1,000 per mile for a standard 
gauge railway from Robson to Pentieton. 
(4.) Notwithstanding the last precedin 
section, all the provisions of said chap- 
ters 2-1 or 1807 and 30 of 1S0S shall re- 
main in force with regard to said sub- 
sidy of not more than $4,000 per mile 
for" a standard gauge railway from Rob 
son to Pentieton.

VOTERS' HAD I A' DUPED. 

From tin- Vancouver NewsAdvortlscr. 

The Liberal party gained thousand 
of votes at the last general election in 
Western Canada, in addition lo a much 
larger number in Ontario and the .Mari- 
time Province, on the ".Manitoba School 
Question," by the adhesion or a host of 
Orangemen and other sturdy Protestant 
electors. Most of these had previously 
as a rule, voted Conservative, but at the 
Inst Dominion general election they 
"changed font" as between parties, and 
supported the Liberal platform and 
candidates at the polls on the ground that 
they represented a policy distinctly ad- 
verse alike to the re-establishment of the 
separate schools, and the admission o: 
Roman Catholic teaching into the edit 
eutiounl system of Manitoba. 

Those who thus "voted the Liberal 
ticket" have certainly been duped with 
a vengeance well deserved. 

Thus Dr. Blukeley, Superintendent of 
Education for Manitoba, has, after 
investigation into the nlleged running 
of public schools at St. Ann and Lorette 

on separate sol 1 lines, whilst drawing 

grants from the .Manitoba Treasury 
been compelled, to note, that although 
some of the allegations in this regard 
have ben found unsubstantiated, one of 
tbe most distinctive features of Roman 
Catholic religious observance has been 
introduced into two public- schools of the 
Lorette district. 

Dr. Blakeley reported on the subject 
as follows: Father Dufresne visited the 
St. Cuthbert school and confessed pu 
pils between the hours of twelve ajid 
one o'clock on one day towards the end 
of November. In Lorette East, school 
this some priest confessed the pupils in 
the morning, commencing on or about 
ten o'clock. The Father, or the teacher, 
put the curtain across the corner of th 
school room before nine o'clock. Th 
priest, was through with the confession 
before noon. 

We draw attention to the above really 
remarkable use of Manitoba public 
schools for distinctly Roman Catholic 
teaching and practice simply to show 
that those who supported the Laurier 
Administration on the strength of tin 
-Manitoba Separate School Abolition war 
cry seem to have gained naught by their 
action. Evidently Sir Wilfrid Laurier 
and Mr. Tarte were sufficiently justified 
in their quiet assurances to the clerical 
chiefs of their church in Canada, that 
as regards Manitoba, all would conic 
right in the end, nut withstanding a well- 
timed hue and cry on a political issur 
which was practically certain to capture 
a host, of Protestant votes that would 
otherwise in all probability, be polled for 
Conservatism. 

There must, in view of these signifi- 
cant revelations of what is happening 
to-day in .Manitoba, be many British Co- 
lumbian voters who cannot 'but feel that:

They are, however, doubt- 
less well on the way to learn wisdom 
by experience, ami recognise the fact 
that no sensible man can expect a con 
stant believer in and follower of a great 
croied— whether that creed be representa- 
tive of Protestantism on the one hand 
or of Roman Catholicism on the other— 
actively and eagerly lo aid anil abet a 
political movement aiming at: the weak- 
ening of a very effective support of that 
creed.

Ilk' impossible, and are disappointed ac- 
cordingly. They are, however, now well 
on the way to learn wisdom by exper- 
ience.

TUB TIN MARKET. 



The phenomenal advance In tin lias not 
lost strength, although, as was to be ex- 
pected from so speculative a market, prices 
have been Btiject to fluctuations, The Glns- 
row Herald comments editorially upon the 
ItUtttlon as follows: "At £111 block tin 
las made nn advance f £25 a ton since. the 
10 of last. year. This Is, by a long wuv, 
the highest price reached since 1887-8, the 
period of the famous copper corner, the 
operators In which took hold of tin also, 
and fur a time forced It u pto the artificial 
price of £103 to £170 a ton. The average 
of these phenumenally high years, however, 
was £111 ir.s. in 1887 and £117 10s. In 1888. 
Now, the average of 1KIKS was only £71 r>s.— 
large had been the falling away In 10 
years-yet the tendency last year was 
pretty consistently upwards, it | s true 
that there was not very mucjl gained in 
the first six months, but In the second half 
a very considerable profit was netted, so 
that the year, which opened at £«2 10s., 
closed at. £80. » And again It is stated that 
' ten years ago production and consump- 
tion were about equal. Five years ago the 
production was 7,000 tons In excess of tin; 
consumption. Last year the consumption 
was 10,000 tuns In excess of the produc- 
tion. Whilst the visible stocks at the end 
of last year were by no means the smallest 
on record, they show a tremendous drop in 
two yours. The prospect of the present 
.\ear Is of greater consumption than ever, 
but It maybe taken for granted that the 
high prices now current will stimulate 
production In all parts of the world. An 
advance of £U5 per tun within a month Is, 
hi any case, altogether toosudden to be 
wholesome, and strong as Is the statlstlnil 
position, II: Is evident that there Is a fever- 
ish undercurrent of speculation nt work." — 
Monetary Times.

It appears Mrs. Mcln- 
teo hail been suffering from an attack of 
neuralgia, and purchased a small bottle 
containing u mixture of choloroform and 
laudanum. This she kept at her bedside. 
During the night she reached over for the 
bottle, Intending to apply the lotion to her 
face. While doing Ibis the lady was over- 
come by the fumes of the choloroform. and 
fell hack In the bed, the bottle falling from 
her hands and emptying In the bed be- 
tween them. The deadly fumes affected 
Mr. Mclntee's heart, which, was naturally 
weak, and had It not been for the tittle 
stronger constitution of bis wife she, too, 
would have undoubtedly succumbed. Next 
morning a domestic found Mrs. Mclntee in 
an unconscious condition and her husband 
dead In bed beside her. 



EXPENSIO OP SMALLPOX. 
Coburg has been allowed live thou- 
sand dollars by th eOutarlo govern- 
ment for the expense the town Incurred in 
connection with the smallpox cases last 
summer. Dr. Sheard, the health officer for 
Toronto thinkH that city has as good, If not 
:t better, claim than Cobourg, and will 
make out the hill for his city and forward 
it to the government. The disease, the 
doctors say, did not originate in Toronto, 
but was communicated by persons coming 
from Cobourg to two Toronto people, and 
the city was put to a large expense In keep- 
ing It from spreading. It was plainly no 
fault of Toronto that it had come there. 
The provincial board of health was the 
body which should have stopped its passage 
from place to place. They had not done 
this, and the government should bear the 
consequences. 



FARMING FOIt MONTREAL I'OOIt. 

A society for the protection of aged and 
destitute people and orphans Is being or- 
ganized In Montreal. It is proposed to es- 
tablish a sort of labor colony on farm In 
the vicinity of Lake Lahelle, whereto those 
iu destitute circumstances may be sent. A 
farm will be started, and several industries 
Vill be carried on, and those who are able 
will have to work for their livelihood In or- 
der to eliminate the pauperizing and de- 
grading features which characterize per- 
verted charitable Institutions in their deal- 
ings with the poor. As every one that Is 
rble will have a chance to earn his living, 
rind as the colony will partake more of the 
nature of a communal colony than a poor- 
house, it will be a good thing and should 
meet with encouragement. If successful, 
it may show the way to solve the perplex- 
ing problem of how to induce a large num- 
ber of the city population to go back to the 
fnrms. Mr. .las. Hoolnban, a well-known 
city merchant, Is president, pro. teni. of the 
society, and Mr. P. D. Bllandoau Is cor 
responding secretary.

TAX ON LAUNDRIES RESISTED. 

AVrlts of certiorari have been Issued at 
Montreal on behalf of Wee Sam, Sang I.ee, 
Wing Toy, Wall Lei', Sang Lee, John Lee, 
Hum Cluing Sang, Wong Yuen and Tom 
Hop Lee, returnable on Thursday, the Kith 
Inst., to appeal from the recent decision of 
the recorder, condemning them to pay a 
Hue of Jji-40 each for neglecting to pay the 
business tax of $50 Imposed upon them as 
htundrynicn. Mr. St. 1'lerre. who Is acting 
for them, says that only these ten cases 
have been taken, but. there are some 300 
claims in nil. Last year some of the Chi- 
nese were sued, and three of them were 
imprisoned for non-payment, hut they were 
liberated on writs of habeas corpus. Judge 
Mathit'u ordered the present writs to issue 
so that the original papers from the Re- 
corder's Court could be laid before the Su- 
perior Court. Mr. St'. Pierre takes the 
ground that the bylaw is ultra vires of the 
city council, which has no right to Impose 
what Is claimed to be an cxhoi'bltnnl tax. 
which may even be raised to $100, on what 
Is a work of prime necessity, such as wash- 
ing. 



TORONTO LETTER CARRIERS, 
The salary question is agitating Toronto 
letter curriers and postal clerks, ami they 
.Me desirous of having the statutory In- 
creases re-established. With tin* end in 
view, Mr. MuloCk, the postmaster-general 
will be petitioned to remedy this and other 
grievances. One of these, It appears, is the 
compulsory payment for guarantee bonds 
of every clerk nnd carrier at an increased 
ratio. Formerly only permanent employees 
were required to furnish these bonds, which 
were obtained for twenty-live cents per 
hundred dollars per year. Under the new 
rules every temporary clerk Is obliged to 
pay forty cents per hundred dollars every 
year to the government for these bonds.

RIFLE SHOOTING. 

The general officer commanding the mili- 
tia recently addressed to the presidents of 
the Dominion Rifle Association and of the 
several provincial associations a lengthy 
communication soliciting co-operation to- 
wards securing more practical contests In 
llfle shooting. Major-! lenernl Ilutton has 
given the matter very careful study, and 
the subjects to which he has called atten- 
tion were briefly outlined in the speech 
made by him at the opening of the ltoek- 
cllffe range last fall. The following points 
have been recommended to the considera- 
tion of the military authorities: 

1. The reduction of the size of the bull's- 
eye used at the Dominion Itlfle Association 
matches, and an Increase In the ranges 
tired at. 

'J. The encouragement of mass nnd Indi- 
vidual tiring exercises, the former being re- 
rtarded as preliminary to the latter, which 
for battle purposes is all essential. 

:i. Firing at moving objects Is considered 
sis most essential practice, In which all 
European armies are now being carefully 
instructed. 

4. Disappearing objects. The great point 
to be ensured with troops upon active ser- 
vice when required to act Individually Is 
that they shall he able to take aim and lire 
in the most rapid possible manner at any 
object which will only present Itself as n 
t target for a limited space of time. In 
other words, all riflemen should be trained 
as sporting shots. 

Lieut. -Col. Gibson, president of the Do- 
minion Itllle Association, has replied, ex- 
pesslng pleasure and willingness to co-op- 
erate with the C. O. O. In the accomplish- 1 i 
ment of the above suggestions, lie fully J s 
agrees with the reform outlined, and is 
strongly in favor of Increasing the ranges, 
and thinks much better work can lie done 
at 800, 000 and 1,000 yards than is now 
(lone at D00 and TOO. It is probable that 
the suggestions of the major-general will 
be incorporated in the regulations govern- 
In- this year's Dominion Itllle Association 
matches.

A CENTURY AND ONE. 

Hamilton. Fob, 3.— On the 20th of this 
month, if he lives that long. Mr. Adam 
Mlsener, of Troy, Out., will he lot years 
old. He Is called the Patriarch of Bever- 
ley, anil his faculties are in a fair state of 
preservation. Though over a hundred 
years old his life Is not a burden to him. 

Adani Mlsener was born In the Township 
of < 'lowland, then In Lincoln County, but 
now In Welland, on February 20, 17118. nis 
parents had come to Canada from the state 
<if New Jersey In the summer of 17011. Mr. 
Mlsener is of Irish parentage on his 
mother's side and Holland Dutch on his 
father's, the blending of the Celtic and 
Dutch blood apparently conducing to great 
longevity. 

Uncle Sam Mlsener, as he Is familiarly 
called by bis numerous friends, settler in 
Beverley, on March 111, 1818, and ho has 
been a resident of that township ever since. 
In those enriv days Beverley could boast:

It was a vast forest, 
with a few small clearings, and the pio- 
neers found their way around at nights 
by the use of -pine-knot torches.

•100 ncres of land, paying therefor $0 nn 
«cre.

When mention was made of the pipe lines 
of the Eastern United States, which range 
from six to eight inches in diameter, some 
of them being over 1,000 miles long, the 
credulity of the listener is severely tested; 
but remarkable as these lines are, the one 
about to be constructed In West Australia 
Is still more wonderful, both In point of 
magnitude ilnd engineering difficulties to 
surmounted. This line, which runs to 
lgardle, will he' 21(1 miles In length, of 
steel rlvited pipe, thirty-one Inches in di- 
ameter, and varying In thickness from 
three-sixteenths to live-sixteenths. Besides 
this there will be eighty-two miles of weld- 
eil pipp, from twenty-six to twenty-nine 
Indies in diameter and one-fourth Inch In 
thickness. The project lias for its object 
the delivery of 5,000,000 gallons of water 
per day at a point In the interior of Austra- 
lia, Ii28 miles from the reservoir in the 
mountains, where it Is Impounded. 

To force the water through the main ful- 
fills long distance, not only must its fric- 
tion be overcome, but it. lias to he actually 
lifted some 1,300 feet. This Itself would 
appear In he sucli an obstacle as to deter 
engineers from attempting the transmis- 
sion, and yet, notwithstanding this and 
Other, perhaps greater, difficulties, the Mr,-, 
is to be built. The desert through which 
the pipe line is to run is so Impregnated 
with salts corrosive to iron that It is Im- 
practicable to bury the pipes In the soil 
In the usual manner consequently they 
must he laid on the surface. This con- 
st ruction Introduces another serious factor, 
namely, the expansion of the line due to 

variations of temperature. When a pipe 
Hue Is burled the variations of tempera- 
ture nre not large enough to be appreciable, 
but when exposed to the wld" ranges of 
.atmospheric tempera lure, which even In 
the hot Australian climate may lie 7." de- 
grees, expansion and emit met ion effects 
are lntroilnci.il which will produce an ex- 
pansion of five-eighths of an Inch to every 
100 feet. This expansion is to lie provided 
for by a special expansion joint, formed by 
a double stuffing box. with rubber rings 
placed at Intervals of 120 feet. 

The best F.ngllsh engineering talent to 
be had has been engaixed to supervise the 
erection of the line and to cone with the 
original problems that Invariably rise in a 
work of this magnitude. 



THE INTERNATIONAL COMMIS-

We think It will be found that the time 
has not been wasted. .Much has been said 
about the queer misunderstandings of our 
neighbors in regard to our position, our 
sentiments and our aspirations. The Ioiil-- 
er the conference the more probability that 
these misapprehensions will disappear. In 
tb.s. as In several other matters, time Is 
on our side. The more the Americans come 
to know about ibis country the less likely 
they are to Imagine that we can be forced 
or frozen, out of the position that we have 
carved out for ourselves nn this continent. 
Once that Is frankly recognized there is 
reason why the relations between the two 
countries should not be perfectly friendly 
Our neighbors are engaged in working oiit 
an experiment fraught with Interest to all 
mankind— the experiment of government la- 
the people for the people. We know that 
they have been discouraged; we know UoW 
the trusts and the political bosses have 
taken the place of tyrants with more an- 
cient names: we know the difficulties In- 
volved [In the negro problem, and the still 
greater race difficulty that will be Involved 
In the annexation of the Phlllpolnos. if 
that shall be accomplished. But belnc 
thorough-going democrats themselves, Cana- 
dians hope that the experiment of popu- 
lar government will succeed. Our rlvalrv. 
we hope, Is a rivalry of a generous kind. 
We want fii heat anr neighbors In the race 
we want to show that we are better demc 
■ rats than they are; we want to show that 
public opinion has more force, that popular 
government Is realized here to a greater 
extent that It Is across the line; we want 
how that we are a freer people tha 
who aspire to lead tile van In frei 
U' ui. In all these matters we want t 
learn of one huo'thcr, to be warned bv each 
other's mistakes, to profit by one another"! 
example, where the example Is right. W< 
think that the cause of freedom and enual 
Ity will ncrhnps he better served by linvlnc 
on the North American continent not one 
democratic nation, but two. striving to out- 
strip each Other in a fair and generous 
ravalry In a worthy cause. 

We therefore hone that the treaty which 
may be concluded In Washington will be s 
fair and so comprehensive that it will leav 
no room for quarrels or misunderstandings 
or "retaliation" for ninny years to conic 
but will allow each nation to work out In 
peace those domestic and social problems, 
which, after all, are greater than problems 
of expansion or foreign relations.

Th" Interest of honest, law-abldlmr 
peoole In UllPniln Is In the main the same 
as the Interest of honest, 'law-abiding people 
In the United Slates: and there are com- 
mon enemies, more formidable than Spin- 
lards and Fillnlnos. against whom it will 
he necessary to make common cause. In 
the broader sens", oim- neighbor standi to 
grin bv th" henlthv development of Can- 
ada, and Camilla stands to gain bv |l 
beplthv dnvplnnmnnt. which need not 1 
confounded with "expansion." of her nelgl 
bor.

HOW DREYFUS LIVES. 

From Self-Culture Magazine. 

However much the emotions are stirred 
over the Dreyfus affair, no anxiety need 
he wnstcll over the prisoner himself; he 
still lives, bis personality Is not lost, and, 
whatever may happen, his existence will 
not, from all appearances, be blotted out 
forever. In consequence of certain fears 
expressed over the possibility of his es- 
cape, not. only has the ex-captain's little 
cabin been surrounded by a high board 
fence, inside of which the prisoner takes 
his daily walk, but at. night are taken the 
most rigid precautions known to military 
science. His hut has been divided into 
two rooms, separated by an iron grating 
reaching from the floor to celling. In the 
inner room, provided with neither door 
nor window, sleeps the unfortunate officer; 
hi the other room lies a guard, armed 
With a brace of revolvers. At nightfall, 
the door of tile cabin Is bolted upon them 
both front the outside, and a second guard 
lies across the doorway to keep watch 
over the Inner guard. Up to the present 
time It has been considered unnecessary 
to place a watch upon these two by a third 
sent inch 

All possible precautions have been taken 
to assure the safe-keeping of the prisoner. 
The government of France will not he 
caught, napping by bribable agents or 
careless servants. It: has gone even fur- 
ther; Dreyfus, being only mortal, might 
some day or other fail Iu the. sore battle 
of life and be must end out by the Lord 
of hosts. Then, what If the government 
be accused of having simulated his death 
and of having burled some other body 
which in life bad never borne the name 
of DreyfusV To forestall any such em- 
barrassing consequences, the minister for 
the colonies, a little over a year ago; 
shipped to Devil's Island all the driigs 
and apparatus necessary for the embalm- 
ing of the body of the ex-cnptaln of artil- 
lery, the whole lugubrious outfit enclosed 
In— the coflln destined to bring back to 
France, for the edification of political ad- 
versaries, the remains of the louely prls- 
onir nnd much-wronged mnn.

.IIM WARDNER'S ENTERPRISE, 

Tlie Specula live Genius of Western 
-Mines Talks of Romance to New 
York Interviewer. 

The man whom Mark Twain must have 
had in mind when he created the character 
of Col. Mulberry Sellers Is in town, says 
tlie New York World. He Is .lames F. 
Wardner, familiarly known as "Jim" 
Wnrdner. Towns have been named after 
him in Idaho and British Columbia. 

He Is now heavily interested In the Oml- 
lak mines, on Fish river, about forty miles 
from Golovin bay, and seventy-live miles 
from St. Michael, Alaska. 

Mr. Wardner frankly admits lie lias done 
a great deal of romancing In all parts of 
the world. Men unncfiuaihted with him 
have regarded Col. Hellers as tlie foremost 
American romancer, but those who have 
been fortunate enough to brush against 
Wardner's brilliant Imagination know that 
.Sellers was quite ordinary in his line. 

But It is not only as 11 romancer that 
Wardner has gained notoriety. He lias ex- 
ploited more schemes than. any other man. 
He lias made and lost fortunes, and Is 
again on the high road to wealth. 

He exploited tlie famous Hunker Hill 
and Sullivan ileal In the Couer d'AIene 
district of Uritlsli Columbia. He estnblish- 
ew town in tin- Far West and in British 
( olumbia, and with tlie towns came hanks. 
Insurance, lumber and mining companies 
In all of which Wardner was president or 
vice-president. He often went to a new 
place with a shoestring and came back 
with a bank roll. 

Once ho went to South Africa and tried 
to control the lumber 'market of that coun- 
try with Pupet Sound lumber. 

Out in Kaslo, British Columbia, Wardner 
supported a church, paying the pastor's 
salary and other expenses. Soon there- 
after Wardner lost all his money in a mini 
in Washington. He communicated the fact 
to the clergyman anil advised him to resign 
ids charge and accept a place as chaplain 
in a Western penitentiary. This the mln 
ister did not wish to do. but Wardner 
insisted, juid some months later sent to 
the members or tlie congregation a letter 
over the pastor's signature, reading as fol- 
lows: 

"Brothers and Sisters: I write to say 
• good-by. I don't believe God loves this 
church, because none of you ever die. I 
don't think you love each other, because 
I never marry any of you. I don't think 
you love me, because you do not pay mc 
my salary. Your donations are mouldy 
fruit anil wormy Apples, and 'By their 
fiult ye shall know them.' 

"Brothers, 1 am going to a better place— 
I have been called to be a >clmplain of a 
penitentiary. Where I go ye cannot now 
come. 1 go to prepare a place for you, 
and may the Lord have mercy on your 
snuls." 

One slory that attracted world-wide at- 
tention to TCardner was bis romance of 
the establishment of Black Cat Island In 
I'uget Sound. There be claimed a com- 
pany was making lots .of money by raising 
black eats to secure the -furs. Some jour- 
nals tool; the -story serious, and one San 
Francisca paper sent: reporters and artists 
to the scene of the alleged Island to write 
the story and Illustrate It. 

Wardner once lost a fortune at a game 
of seven-up. He wanted the Poorman 
mine at Nelson, li. C, then the property 
of Dick Nail. So, too, did John Daven- 
port. Tlie price agreed upon was $30,000. 
Nail was willing to sell -to 'dither man. -anil 
neither Wardner nor Davenport wanted a 
.Joint" purchase. The game of curds was 
proposed to determine Who should scour, 
Hie property. Wardner lost, and Haven 
port got tlie mine, which has since proved 
one of the richest properties In British Co- 
lumbia. 

Wardner Is stopping at the Marlborough, 
where lie was seen by a reporter for tile 
World. 

'- have done a great deal of romancing, 
but I tell tlie truth sometimes,*' he said. 
'"A man to be a successful romancer must 
have a good memory, a lively Imagination 
and the ability to lie out, of any difficulty 
in which he may be placed by lying. That 
I have succeeded in doing tints far."'

Hoodoo Ship City of Columbia Likely to 
He Bought by Chinese. 

Tacoma, Feb, 111. -The hoodooed steitm- 
ship City of 'Columbia will probably be 
owned by Chinese before tlie cud of the 
present mouth. A rich Chinese company 
has representatives In Honolulu figuring oil 
the purchase of tlie vessel when she Is put 
up for amotion February '_'3. 

It Is the ■plan of the celestials to take the 
steamer to China and prepare her for coast- 
ing in Asiatic waters. The first word of 
the scheme of the Chinese has come to the 
Sound through the officers of the steamer 
Caroline, In port, loading cargo for Hono- 
lulu. 

The officers of the Caroline say the Chi- 
nese representatives estimated that If they 
could place the steamer In Hongkong for 
§50,000 they would bid her In. dipt Smith, 
formerly in tlie Northern Pacific service, 
and until lately standing by the ship, is 
still Interested, and has expressed himself 
that the Chinese can place the ship In the 
harbor of Hongkong for $10,000 less than 
$00,000. 

While certain of the officers gave an ex- 
pression of not wishing to go to sea In the 
City of Columbia, ('apt. Smith, it is said, 
is willing to make the attempt to get her to 
Hongkong. He went from the Sound to 
Honolulu In (be vessel, and was aboard 
When she sprung 11 leak and was com- 
pelled to put back. 

Men on the City of Columbia say the ship 
is weak in bollet' space, and that a fracture 
in the sleeve of the craft has broken open 
where it was repaired with white metal. 
They believe that beyond tills there is 
nothing seriously wrong with the craft, 
but their faith In the ship Is not enough to 
carry a declaration that, they would go to 
sea In her. 

Two days before (he Caroline left Hono- 
lulu ("apt. Smith left the ship and took up 
quarters ashore, ('apt. Smith had held his 
place aboard the craft to protect his claim 
lor wages. When he went ashore the gov- 
ernment marshal took charge of the vessel. 

The steamer has twice been put np at 
auction with an upset price over her head, 
but no sale was made, and now she will 
be sold February -'.'1 at the highest bid. If 
the bid be only a dollar she will go. 

The City of Columbia was the first steam- 
er to embark in tile regular trade between 
Tacoma and the Hawaiian Islands. Her 
venture in tills trade, like other ventures 
she hud made, was a failure, and It was 
generally considered In tlie shipping frater- 
nity that the craft was hoodooed. Whether 
the celestials can kill the hoodoo Is a ser- 
ious question. 

A new name and tlie holystoning of the 
decks during the rechrlstcning is said to 
be effective In fighting the evil genius, but 
whether It will work on the City of Colum- 
bia remains to be seen.

THAT LANG LEY PETITION. 

Radical Suggestions for the Considera- 
tion of the Provincial Legislature. 

Although especially concerning the 
residents of Lungley municipality, the 
following petition now receiving the con- 
sideration of tlie local legislature will 
be read with interest in all parts of the 
province, because of tlie nature of its 
complaint : 

To the Hon. Speaker of the Legislature of 
British Columbia, in Parliament As- 
sembled: 

Hon. Sir arid Gentlemen,— The petition 
of (be undersigned residents, ratepayers 
ami property owners of tin- Munieipulity 
of Lungley, respectfully showetb: 

The Municipality of Lungley Is one of 
the most important agricultural districts 
ol the province, (be quality of the soil rs 
good ami when brought under cultivation 
is fertile and productive. 

That the lands have been settled by an 
industrious and progressive class of people, 
who, with very few exceptions, have exe- 
cuted substantial and permanent improve- 
ments thereon; the very extensive natural 
resources of the municipality were being 
rapidly developed until the last few years. 

And whereas the bright promise of rapid 
development of a few years ago has been 
blighted, the lands cleared In many in- 
stances assuming their former wild aspect, 
the municipality having In some portions 
become practically depopulated, U belli 
most difficult to maintain the schools anil 
roads In an efficient manner; 

And whereas tlie condition of affairs Is 
largely the result of the action of certain 
ulcrtgago and loan companies. The set- 
tlers, like other business men. could not 
carry on their Improvements without the 
aid of capital, and having every confidence 
In the future of the country, they borrow- 
ed money on the security of their' holdings, 
the result being largely on account of (lie 
extortionate and usurious rales of Interest 
charged on tin- loans, the settlers arc froze 
out anil the mortgage and loan companies 
are to all Intents and purposes masters of 
the situation, and development to a very 
large extent has ceased: 

And whereas the municipal council. In 
common with other municipalities under 
anthoritv of the act niaile and provided, 
has been In the habit of assessing a wild 
land tax oa two anil one-half per cent, on 
the assessed value of the land; 

Anil whereas by withholding large sums 
of money due (In arrears), much needed on 
our roads, by threats of entering law suits 
and other coercive measures against tlie 
municipality, the said mortgage and loan 
companies (on the grounds of illegal assess- 
ment) are endeavoring to 8(111 farther crip- 
ple the resources of the municipality, to 
flic great loss of the corporation at large. 

Therefore, in view of the foregoing state- 
ment, of fact, your petitioners pray that 
notion may be taken by your honorable 
house to amend the Municipality Act, so 
that all rural municipalities may be au- 
thorized and empowered to assess a wl.Vl 
lend tax on a'(l wild nnd unimproved binds, 
not to exceed live per cent, on the assess- 
ed valuation of the land, thus enabling 
them to reduce the rate on Improved lands 
without loss of revenue, and at the same 
time remove the ground of objection. raised 
by the mortgage and loan .mnpanles.

Interview cabled to I he London Out look, 
1 A pressed the hope that In view of the 
proof Canada lias given of her devotion to 
British connection, the Mother Conplry 
will not make the mistake of compromising 
our rights In the expectation of better se- 
curing the friendship of other people, it 
lias been assumed In some quarters that 
tlie minister of justice, in his statement, 
lias reference to the negotiations now 
pending nl Washington, and to the sugges- 
tion that Lord llersehell's chief mission Is 
to cement 1 lie friendship of Croat Britain 
and the United States. Mr. Mills was 
asked If there was any ground for the 
assumption that he feared a sacrifice of 
Canadian Inerests at Washington that good 
will between (ireat Britain and the United 
Suites might be established. 

"I bad not Lord Herschell In my mind 
at all,"' hi' replied, "in expressing the hope 
to which you refer.

Fo 
out of five of tlie British represenlntiv 
nre Canadians, and If any undue conei 
slims are made, It will be wholly our own 
fault.

HAMBURG LINER DISTRESSED. 

Witlii Broken Rudder Shaft She Turns. 
About and Makes Plymouth After 
Hard Experience. 

Plymouth, Eng., Feb. 15.— The Ham- 
burg American steamer Pretoria, Capt. 
Koppf, which sailed from Heniburg on 
January '2\) for New York, and wliLli 
was reported passed the Lizard January 
31, arrived here to-day towed in by a 
tug. The Pretoria encountered a heavy 
southwesterly gale 011 February 3, dur- 
ing which thi' rudder shaft broke. It 
was temporarily repaired mid Captain 
Koppf decided to return to this port, A 
succession of gales were met, through 
all which she was steered by means of 
her twin screws with the assistance of 
hand gear. 

The 555 passengers on hoard the Pre- 
toria had an exciting experience, The 
outlook at limes was extremely gloomy 
but at. no- time was then' 11 panic. 

When the rudder shaft broke in the 
gale of February 3 the Pretoria bore to 
the southward for two days, seeking the 
route ot" eastward bound vessels. On 
the 4th she spoke the German steamer 
Gengalio from Hamburg on January 21) 
for Baltimore and notified her of the 
accident. On the 5th the Pretoria shaped 
her rourse for Bishop's Bock, 871 miles 
distant. 

Attempts at repairing were futile. A 
severe hurricane on the 0th caused great 
anxiety. The sen ran very high and oil 
was poured upon tin- water. The burri- 
■cane continued for two days, during 
which the steamer made only sixty miles 
as her engines had to be stopped on ac- 
count of the big sea. For thi' remainder 
of her trip to Plymouth a succession of 
storms was encountered.

NAVY YARD FIRE. 

Loss Figured at a Million Dollars Sus- 
tained in Two Hours. 

New York, Feb. 15.— Four alarms 
were turned in to-night for a lire in 
machine shop No. i!,S in the Brooklyn 
navy yard, This is a three-story 'brick 
building, built, in the sixties and full of 
nlil lathes and old machinery. The 
woodwork of the building was so satur- 
ated with oil that tin- flames made great 
headway, and the building wns appar- 
ently doomed before the firemen got tin 
streams playing on it. It is situated at 
the east gate of the yard. Chief Engi 
neer Windsor's office was in the building. 
The only work being done there was 
small work for the torpedo boats. 

The coppersmiths' shop, tin- hoiler- 
11111 leers' shop, the carpenters' shop and 
the foundry were soon in flames anil 
burning fiercely. The blaze in the 
machine shop started at 0:30 o'clock, and 
ut 8:10 thi' building was a total loss. 

A portion of the building was occupied 
us a pattern shop. In this building were 
stored and kept patterns and molds of 
the various warships built from time to 
time. All were destroyed, including the 
records and models of the battleship 
Maine, which was blown up in Havana 
harbor 011 February 15, 1808. 

The loss is estimated at. $1,000,000. 



HOPE FOR BULGARIA. 

Only One of Eleven Compartments 
' Filled— Sighted by Still Another 
Steamer. 

London, Feb. 15.— The German consul 
at St. Michael's reports that the quar- 
termaster of the Bulgaria says that only 
one of her compartments was partly 
tilled, which, considering that she had 
eleven watertight compartments, could 
not indicate that she was in immediate 
danger,

garia in longitude -1-1 west. She did not 
mention when the steamer was signalled.
